Scranton, Pa., April 8.—One of the 
most serious mine disasters which has 
ever visited this section of tho mining 
country occurred at the little village of 
Throop, a short distance from this 
city, when the lives of between, fifty 
and sixty men and boys were snuffed 
out. 
Among those known to have per 
I shed are Joseph Evans, who was in 
charge of the United States mine res­ 
cue car; Isaac Davve, a tire boss, and 
W alter Knight, a 
foreman. 
Evans* 
death was the result of a defective 
oxygen charged armor.

charge of uiine rescue work for the 
federal government, also 
was over­ 
come and is said to be in a critical 
condition. 
As rescuers entered the mine they 
stumbled over three bodies. 
One of 
these was Joseph Evans. He was seen 
to wrench his helmet from his head. 
It evidently had failed to work. HJv ins 
was carried to the open air as quickly 
as possible, but he had inhaled so 
much smoke and gas that he died 
within a few hours. 
Enzian’s experi­ 
ence was similar to that of Evans. 
Nearly two score of bodies have 
been piled at the bottom of the shaft, 
but It was thought advisable not to 
bring them to the surface until the 
crowd had dwindled. 
A 
temporary 
morgue had been erected at the open­ 
ing to the mine, and here were con­ 
gregated hundreds of women and chil­ 
dren, relatives of the victims. 
Their grief was pitiful. 
Children of 
tender years, clinging to the skirts of 
their mothers, while older male mem­ 
bers of the family sought to soften 
the anguish of the distracted mothers 
and sisters of the unfortunate men 
and boys. 


Bodies Are Not Mutilated. 


None of the bodies recovered w'as 
mutilated, 
death 
doubtless 
having 
been caused by inhaling flames and 
gases. 
The rescuers are pushing into the 
mine and it is thought that all of the 
todies soon will be recovered. 
The tire started in an engine house 1 
at the opening of a slope leading from 
the diamond vein 750 feet from the 
surface. 
There were 400 men in the 
mine when the fire started.

No one can tell what would hap­ 
pen if there were not quite so much 
harmony as at present, but for tile first 
attempt It seems to Lave worked very 
satisfactorily. 
It is true that the system of seniority 
was followed in almost every instance. ! 
Men who had won their way to the top 
of the committees by long service on 
them were appointed chairmen. 
The 
few instances in which that plan was 
not followed were smoothed over in 
some manner which left very little ill ; 
feeling. 
The seniority plan Is always follow­ 
ed in the senate. The only juggling is 
done when men go on committees for 
the first time. 
Then it often happens 
that only those on the insiue are taken 
care of by the men who manage tin* 
sena te. 


Plan of Legislation. 


The Democrats of the house seem to 
have scored also in a comprehensive 
plan of legislation. 
In fact, they show \ 
ed that as a majority party they are 
more united than their opponents in 
the minority, which is certainly a very 
strange situation. 
The Democrats will be very nearly 
unanimous when they vote on tin* dif 
ferent tariff schedules, which they will 
pass as separate measures. 
They will 
be almost unanimous on the Canadian 
reciprocity treaty. 
They seem to I>o 
unanimous on several other proposi 
thins. 
In fact, the Democrats have 
started out pretty well, and to that ex 
tent they have surprised their oppo 
nents, who predicted that they would 
not know what to do with their victory j 
of last fall. 


Economy at Home. 


Another thing that will seem strange 
to politicians Is that the Democrats 
have begun to economize at home, 
right where it hurts the most. Cutting 
off patronage when there were scores 
of hungry office seekers asking for Jobs 
took a lot of nerve. 
If the Democrats 
pursue the same course when they 
come to the appropriations for the gen­ 
eral government they ought to make a 
hit with the people. 
Democratic harmony does not extend 
to the senate. 
The Democrats there 
are as hopelessly divided as their op­ 
ponents. 
There are conservative and 
progressive Democrats, and most of 
them are not afraid to express their 
opinions. 
Some of the things they say 
about each other show that they are 
far from agreement. 
They are not in 
accord in the matter of passing sep­ 
arate tariff schedules; they are divided 
on Canadian reciprocity; they are di­ 
vided 
on 
many 
great 
fundamental 
questions such as divide the conserva­ 
tives and the progressives of the Re­ 
publican party. 


Shifting Interest. 


Many years ago the house was con­ 
sidered the most interesting body of 
congress. 
Then the interest shifted to 
the senate, which has held the atten­ 
tion of the people and the gallery 
crowds for more than a dozen years. 
The advent of a Democratic house 
with new methods has again shifted 
the interest of people to the house, 
where it will remain until the tariff 
bills get into the senate.

It never had a scientific 
or a just basis, although a worthy 
motive gave it origin. 
It has lost its 
patriotic asse ts and has become a 
political list, costing the government 
about $160,000,000 per year,” said Sec­ 
retary 
MaeVeagh. 
Mr. 
MaeVeagh 
said further: 
"Outside of that we have pensions 
cr a retiring list only for army and 
naval officers, the supreme court and 
the public health service. 
The whole 
civil list is left without any protection 
or consideration. It is most important 
that a pension list be established for 
the civil employes.”

Vignaud retired from the American 
embassy two years ago and has since 
devoted his entire? time to the coin pie 
tion of a study of Columbus which I 
has consum ed in all fifty years. 
The 
au th o r is now eighty-one years of age j 
Ile is celebrated as a historian and 
w as consulted recently by tho pope 
when it w as proposed to canonize Go-1 
lumbus. 
At that time Vignaud show- I 
cd th a t th e explorer was an y th in g bat 
a saintly m a n and th a t he had ut least 
one illegitimate son. 


Took Credit From Another. 
In his study of Columbus Vignaud 
undert ak es to prove that the explor 
er’s discovery of America was not tltej 
result of bis own genius, th at th e ex ­ 
pedition was not bused upon scientific 
data, but that Columbus actually leant 
cd of the existence of America from 
an ignorant sailor who had been there 
ahead of him —in a word, th a t A mor 
lea 
was discovered

lum bus ever organized bis e x p ed ito r 
a n d that he merely took the credit • 
from a n o th er man u n k n o w n to history 
T h e story th a t Toscaneili wrote a 
letter to Columbus Inclosing a chart 
show ing the route across tile Atlantic 
a n d th a t it w a s with this in hand th at i 
Columbus sta rte d out to find the new* 
world is disposed of by Mr. Vignaud 
Ho declares th at the Toscaneili letter 
w a s a forgery perpetrated possibly by 
Columbus himself, but more probably 
by the explorer’s brother.

A Forged Letter. 
Vignaud says that in 1871 a copy of 
the forged letter w a s found on a blank 
page of a book once the explorer’s 
property.

A fa c ­ 
simile of the docu ment is published in 
V ig naud’s work. 
Vignaud fu r th e r u n ­ 
d ertakes to prove th a t th e m ap used 
by Columbu s could

front Toscaneili because it contained 
ex act information which no a m o u n t of 
scientific th inking could have adduced, 
but which could only have been learn­ 
ed from actual experience. 
Vig naud says th a t C olumbus not in ­ 
frequently acted in a m a n n e r which 
renders it possible to suspect him of 
deception. 
Ho says the explorer c o n ­ 
cealed Hie lowness of his origin; th a t 
he boasted th a t 
he w as descended 
from oth er adm irals of the n a m e of 
Columbus, though it has been discov­ 
ered th a t th e men in question were 
not even of his nationality, one being 
a Greek and the other a F ren ch m an : 
th a t he boasted of having served u n ­ 
der K in g Rene of Anjou, while m o d ­ 
ern critics prove th a t In* did not: that 
he often referred to the voyages he 
m a d e in his youth, while facts show* 
the s ta te m e n ts to be wholly untrue.
